The Question of whether 
or not the Mayor of St. Albert 
Dick Plain would have a 
chance to write rebuttals to 
what were termed inaccur- 
acies in MLA columns in the 
St. Albert Gazette was left 
open after a stormy meeting 
in town hall Monday night. 
The small town hall annex 
was packed out by the public 
for the attendance of St. 
Albert MLA Ernie Jamison 
at a 10 p.m. appointment 
with council. 

The meeting arose out of 
St. Albert’s concern on 
various aspects of represen- 
tation by the MLA and also 
other items in the St. Albert 
Gazette’s MLA column and 
editorials. 


Crux of the matter for 
council seemed to be the 
separation of the roles of the 
MLA as businessman, mem- 
ber of the legislature, and 
editor of the paper. 

At one point it seemed as if 
council would invoke section 
418 of the Municipal Act 
which would mean that Mr. 
Jamison would have to 
proceed under oath but both 
Councillor Rod Throndson 
and Mayor Plain stopped in 
their tracks at this point. 

Said Councillor Thrond- 
son, ‘‘We have degenerated 
to a low point and will not 
reach it (our purpose) this 
way.’’ Mayor Plain said, ‘‘As 
much as I think it necessary 
(to put Mr. Jamison on oath)

SUN COLOUR Press pub- 
lisher T. W. Pue attended 
council with an offer to send 
his publication to St. Albert 
residents at $2.50 a year for 
the residential ratepayer. 
Mr. Pue publishes about 17 
papers in Alberta and the Lac 
St. Anne and Lamont regions 
He offered the paper ‘‘if you

we do have a member of the 
Legislature here.”’ 

The two hour session, 
which saw the MLA trying to 
trace back a communication 
breakdown with the mayor 
on St. Albert recreation was 
full of promises of future 
co-operation between the 
MLA and the council, then 
suggestions that Mr. Jami- 
son would be hauled before 
the Alberta Press Council, 
the Premier and the Legisla- 
ture if he couldn’t see the 
problem of being an editor 
and also an MLA. 

**When we get an editor 
writing as an MLA this leads 
to a serious situation,’ said 
Mayor Plain. 

**Look, you (St. Albert) 
don’t know what you are 
doing is fair enough for an 
editor, but people will take 
that (written by an MLA) 
more seriously than an editor 
writing on a weekly in 
Alberta.”’ 

‘‘If an editor makes an 
error that’s a minor thing, 
though the difficulty is one of 
conflict of interest,’’ added 
Mayor Plain. 

Referring to an Hour Glass 
program where Mayor Plain 
had stated that he would take 
the MLA to the press council 
(because of the alleged con- 
flict) Mr. Jamison told Mayor

Plans for downtown 
area being made 


Downtown re-development 
is an issue that will come 
increasingly closer to stage 
centre in the coming months. 
Bittorf, Holland, Christian- 
son Architects Ltd., began a 
‘‘potential development’’ st- 
udy on September Ist.

ing out what should be in the 
area bounded by Grandin 
Road, the Sturgeon River, 
Perron Street and Sir Win- 
ston Churchill Avenue, and 
also deciding where it should 
go.

Plain to carry out his threat 
and felt that he had been 
called to the meeting under 
such a threat if in fact he had 
not turned up. 

Later, Mr. Jamison, impa- 
tient at what he regarded as 
garbage talk from Mayor 
Plain said that he would give 
the mayor and the Town of 
St. Albert all the space they 
wanted for rebuttals of in- 
accuracies. 

But when pressed further 
by Mayor Plain who asked, 
“Is that yes,’’ Mr. Jamison 
would not elaborate further. 

Earlier he had told the 
mayor that he had been 
elected by the people of St. 
Albert precisely for that 
purpose and not to write 
rebuttals. 

Also, when Mr. Jamison 
answered with a no comment 
to Mayor Plain’s request for 
the right to rebut any in- 
accuracies in MLA columns 
or editorials, it was pointed 
out that this was not a refusal 
to answer the question, but a 
reaction to the ‘‘garbage 
talk.” 

As the MLA and council 
carried on their talk, Coun- 
cillor Gary Wetsch at one 
point interjected that it 
would be wise for council and 
Mr. Jamison to have a 
meeting with an agenda 
setting out all the various 
concerns which seemed to be 
getting in the way of a 
progressive and positive 
discussion. 

The mayor had earlier 
touched on this by pointing 
out that there were at least 
SO major concerns which 
could take council and the 
MLA two months of dis- 
cussion apart from the 
immediate concerns raised 
by the present meeting. 

Such concerns are a 
regional sewer and water line 
(council reported favorable 
progress on a regional sewer 
line agreement with Morin- 
ville Monday night and want 
to expedite the matter), the 
terms of the government 
policy on the cultural and 
recreational complex in St. 
Albert, transportation pro-

blems, government restric- 
ted area development, the 
proposed ring road, and 
annexation. 

But whatever impression 
the MLA and the council left 
with the public who attended 
the meeting, there was no 
doubt that all parties wanted 
to co-operate with the MLA. 
There was no wish to keep on 
writing rebuttals ad infini- 
tum so that eventually the 
public would say, ‘‘Let’s 
clean out the whole bunch 
and start again.’’ 

Mayor Plain wanted com- 
munication. ‘‘ Will you com- 
municate with us before you 
nail them (the problems) to 
the cross in the MLA column 
- I would gladly give you 
everything we’ve got,’’ he 
said, adding that he would 
like to see the MLA telling 
council where they were 
wrong - then ‘‘have your go 
in the paper.”” 

But Mr. Jamison said that 
he regarded this as a threat 
having pointed out earlier 
that he only wrote after 
listening to the people of the 
constituency. 

He said he represented the 
people in his opinions whe- 
ther they were expressed 
editorially or as an MLA. 
And he also asked council to 
identify what were the 
mistakes in his columns. 

Councillor Myrna Fyfe 
broke in admitting that the 
MLA had an onerous task 
because he had to represent 
such a diversified consti- 
tuency.

on Arctic air disaster 


Stan Schellenberger, Pro- 
gressive Conservative for 
Wetaskiwin has called on 
Justice Minister Otto Lang to 
establish an independent in- 
quiry into events surroun- 
ding Canada’s worst Arctic 
aviation disaster. 

Schellenberger said in a 
statement that almost 10 
months after the PanArctic 
Electra crashed at Rae Point 
NWT claiming 32 lives, 
**virtually noneof the real 
questions about the tragedy 
have been answered.”’ 

The coroner’s inquest is at 
a virtual standstill since the 
October 1974 crash with the 


coroner unable to subpoena 
witnesses outside the Terri- 
tories and PanArctic em- 
ployees based in Calgary and 
the two survivors of the 
crash. 

Schellenberger says the 
very least that can be done is 
for Transport Minister Jean 
Marchand to ask the inquest 
to be moved to Calgary so 
that the two survivors can be 
asked to testify. 

The Wetaskiwin MP has 
complained that, as in so 
many areas, all we get from 
the Minister of Transport is 
talk instead of action.

for public meetings,’’ said 
architect Dennis Christian- 
son. 

The area is the core of the 
old town. Presently there are 
a couple of business blocks 
located in the area, but for 
the most part there is quite a 
bit of unused land. 

The idea of re-develop- 
ment is to give the town a 
centre, or focus or a town 
image. Mr. Christianson 
suggested bringing the his- 
torical connotations of the 
area back to accomplish this. 
St. Albert is the oldest town 
in Alberta and many of its 
pioneers were French. One 
way might be to give the 
streets their original names 
back. 

Another thing that could 
be done is to encourage 
businesses to create a 
FrenchCanadian atmosphere 
(ie. outdoor cafes, cheese 
shops). Kimberley, B.C.. is 
one area that has success- 
fully carried a program like 
this out. All the stores have 
put Bavarian style fronts on 
their buildings in that com- 
munity. This way St. Albert 
would become distinct from 
other suburban communi- 
ties. He added that this sort 
of thing would be only 
encouraged, not imposed. 

“It is important to have 
many cycles of activity within 
the area,’’ said Mr. Chris- 
tianson. Thus he suggests 
multiple zoning. The area

could contain apartments for 
seniors, apartments for the 
general public, stores, en- 
tertainment and office space. 
This way there would always 
be some activity in the town 
core. When the offices close, 
there would be shoppers and 
theatre goers on the street. 


CIVIC CENTRE 


Office space will form a 
major component of the 
downtown development. The 
town is planning a civic 
centre to house their offices 
and to provide room for 
cultural activities. There will 
also be office space for the 
province and for private 
concerns in the centre, The 
civic centre is plannedas a 
catalyst for future develop- 
ment of the area. It is slated 
for completion by late 1977. 

The town has acquired 
about 90 percent of the land 
in the area. Mr. Christianson 
said that most of the desired 
pieces of land have already 
been acquired. It may or may 
not be necessary to buy more 
land. Land not used by the 
city will be leased out. 

Mr. Christianson is in 
favour of the town adopting 
the principle that for every 
amount of private develop- 
ment there should be a pro- 
portional amount of public 
improvement. For example if 
a hotel wanted to locate by 
the river, they might be 
asked to construct a pedes- 
trian access across the river 
in return for permission to 
build the hotel. 

Asked if Abbey Glen 
Development wouldn't de- 
tract from the downtown 
development, Mr. Christian- 
son replied that they were 
both complimentary. The 
shopping complex will be 
relating to the downtown 
area by virtue of a good 
system of roads and pedes- 
trian ways between the two. 
This way they would compli- 
ment each other, because the 
downtown, the shopping 
centre and the recreation 
complex would form one 
interconnected whole. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


‘Accessibility studies are 


vital,’’ said the architect. It is 
not easy to get tothe area. 
St. Anne Street is really the 
only access from the high- 
way. Mission, St. Anne and 
Winston Churchill are major 
intersections from the high- 
way that will be studied. 
Access from the Mission and 
Lacombe Park areas wil¥ also 
be examined. Unless access 
is improved, the concept will 
suffer. 

The area will accommo- 
date both pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic. Mr. Chris- 
tianson supported the idea of 
the area serving as the major 
transfer zone for the bus 
system. He also suggested 
there could be rail service 
between St. Albert and 
Edmonton. 

After the plan for the area 
is complete, the architects 
will provide on-going con- 
sulting services to the town 
to ensure that the concept for 
the town centre will be 
achieved.

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“Council denied rebuttal of MLA column” 


Mayor Richard Plain said 
he was denied the right to 
rebuke arguments set forth 
in the MLA column of the 
August 20th Gazette. He 
hasn’t been able to com- 
municate the way he wants to 
in the Gazette. At the date of 
the September 2nd council 
meeting, he hadn’t been able 
to get the MLA to appear 
before council or on cable 
television. Friday night the 
mayor and MLA Ernie Jami- 
son appeared on the tele- 
vision program ‘‘Hour- 
glass.” 

Mayor Plain said he sub- 
mitted a rebuttal to the paper 
on August 26. This was just 
before the paper went to 
press. He was told there 
wasn’t enough space in the 
paper for his article. Part of 
the article could be published 
now and the rest later. The 
article was more than 2000 
words. 

The mayor wasn’t happy 
about this, but he decided to 
think it over. A few days later 
the mayor received a letter 
from Ernie Jamison, local 


MLA and publisher of the 
Gazette, stating that coun- 
cil’s column should be 
limited to 350 words. Mr. 
Jamison said that copy would 
not be altered or edited, but 
the paper did not have room 
for overly long columns. 

The mayor said that if the 
column was restricted to 350 
words, it would take eight 
weeks to get his point across. 
He felt it would be im- 
possible to communicate 
with the people that way. 
The mayor noted that the last 
MLA column was 850 words. 

Council decided to ask Mr. 
Jamison to come to the next 
council meeting. They also 
called a press conference to 
rebuke the-comments made 
in the August 20th column. 

Mayor Plain said.it was 
bad for Mr. Jamison to be 
both editor of the Gazette 
and MLA. Because Jamison 
was opposed to the town’s 
policies, there was a problem 
in communicating council’s 
policies and refuting char- 
ges. 

He said there were ‘‘15 or

18 points’ he disagreed with 
in the MLA column. 

He said the column char- 
ges that the site for the 
recreation complex on High- 
way 2 would be dangerous 
for children. He said designs 
for pedestrian traffic had 
already been taken care of 
and that council had not yet 
heard the considerations of 
the public. This will be done 
at public meetings. 

Coun. Rod Throndson said 
he couldn’t remember the 
consultants being requested 
to comment on traffic condi- 
tions. He added that he 
doesn’t agree with every- 
thing the MLA does, but he 
feels nothing had been done 
on this count. 

The mayor replied that the 
work had been done and that 


Coun. Throndson would see- 


how pedestrian access had 
been accommodated. Coun. 
Margaret Smith confirmed 
the mayor’s comments. 

Commenting on another 
part of the column, the 
mayor said that there was no 
agreement with Abbey Glen 
yet to put alarge shopping 
centre in across from the 
recreation complex. Coun. 
Throndson said that this had 
been only inferred. It was not 
an allegation. 

Coun. Myrna Fyfe said 
that a key point was that 
council’s spokesman had not 
been allowed a rebuttal.’’ 
Coun. Throndson felt that an 
MLA had no business stick- 
ing his head into municipal 
politics. Coun. Gary Wetsch

Jamison was afraid to debate 
on television because he 
didn’t have all the facts. 
The mayor went on to say 
that it wasn’t true that the 
town would be going it alone 
on the recreation complex, as 
Morinville had signed an 
agreement. He called Jami- 
son’s comments on this 
“slant, smear, assertion.”’ 


NO SAVING 


The column said that if the 
Fountain Park site had been 
chosen, the town could have 
saved $24,000 a year rent for 
the property. The mayor 
noted that the city only 
owned eight acres of this 
land. This would be not 
enough land to house the 
complex. He said there 
would be no saving by 
choosing the Fountain Park 
site. 

Coun. Smith said that it 
has been disturbing that 
there has been difficulty in 
communicating with the 
MLA. She added that council 
shouldn't try to set up ‘‘a 
vendetta’ against the MLA. 
Council should try to improve 
communications. She added 
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that this requires effort on 
the part of the MLA. 

There was considerable 
debate on how to present 
council’s view. 

The mayor suggested that 
a provincial legislative com- 
mittee to investigate the 
matter was not out of the 
question. ‘‘There has to be 
someone to bring Jamison to 
the table.’’ 

Coun. Fyfe instead sugg- 
ested council send out one 
more letter to the MLA 
asking him to come before 
council. Council eventually 
decided to go this route. 

Other suggestions were to 
print the mayor’s rebuttal as 
an ad in the Gazette or to ask 
the Gazette for a printed 
retraction. 


INTERVIEW WITH MAYOR 


Mr. Jamison shouldn’t 
have used his MLA column 
to comment on the town’s 
politics. He should have 
instead approached council 
in person, and sorted out his 
facts. 

This was the gist of Mayor 
Richard Plain’s comments in 
an interview with the Gazette 
last Wednesday. The inter- 
view was in lieu of the press 
conference given the same 
day. 
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He felt that since Mr. 
Jamison was in provincial 
politics rather than local 
government, he shouldn't 
interfere with civic politics. 
‘It would be like Peter 
Lougheed writing a column 
telling Calgary what to do.” 

He said that in this country 
powers are separated into 
various forms of government 
- municipal, provincial and 
federal. In small areas, the 
MLA sets down the law. 
However, he added that this 
was not the case here. 

Commenting on that part 
of the August 20th article 
which stated ‘‘the architects 
were hired and the planning 
begun before government 
regulations were laid down. 
Now we find we must in- 
crease the cultural compon- 
ent to 25% and the drawings 
must be revised if all are to 
be in one complex.’’ The 
mayor said that it wasn’t 
clear just what the cultural 
component percentage sh- 
ould be. In other words, the 
pefcentage could be laid 
down as 25% in order for the 
town to qualify for the extra 
funding. Or, it could be less 


or more. 

He added that the money 
bylaw would be coming out 
soon. The real cost to the 
town would be laid out then. 
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Annexation by Edmonton 


In lines 1, 2 and 3 of an 
editorial contained in the 
September 3, 1975 edition of 
the St. Albert Gazette - 
seemingly written by E. 
Jamison, MLA - it was 
claimed that the Mayor’s (in 
actual fact the entire Coun- 
cil’s) concern that 


‘*Edmonton is about to” 


infringe on the town bound- 
aries or is trying to annex the 
town is unfounded.’’ After 
levelling this charge, lines 
10, 11 and 12 of the MLA’s 
column are devoted to des- 
cribing the fact that the MD 
of Sturgeon and the City are 
purportedly carrying out 
negotiations regarding the 
effects that annexation of the 
land in the area would have 
on the MD’s assessment 
base. According to Mr. 
Jamison, 

‘‘The MD would be losing 
a fair amount of assessment 
and it was agreed that the 
two municipal bodies (Stur- 
geon and Edmonton) would 
work out a _ satisfactory 
solution.’’ 

It is suggested that if 
cognizance is taken of the 
fact that the City of Edmon- 
ton’s Council still adheres to 
the Hanson Line boundary 
proposals which clearly in- 
cludes the annexation of St. 
Albert as one of its objectives 
that the citizens of St. Albert 
have some excellent reasons 
for doubting the MLA’s 
seeming clairvoyant belief 
that ‘‘all is well’’ in terms of 
the effects that the City and 
the MD’s annexation plans 
and/or discussions will have 
on St. Albert. Mr. Jamison 
may feel that annexation of 
the land in the area would 
serve the best interests of 
those members of his riding 
who reside in Castle Downs 
and the MD of Sturgeon; 
however, the Town Council is 
determined that the maxi- 
mum benefits for the resi- 
dents of St. Albert will be 
obtained as a result of any 
changes in boundaries or 
land-use in the area. The 
local government of St. 
Albert has only St. Albert 
interests to serve. This may

GREEN BELT 


It should be noted that the 
Minister of the Environment 
has stated that the Province 
of Alberta does not have 
jurisdiction over the annexa- 
tion of the ‘‘Green Belt’’ - 
the Edmonton-St. Albert 
Restricted Development Ar- 
ea. As matters stand, the 
Province must approve land 
use proposals in the ‘‘Green 
Belt.’” It does not control nor 
could it interfere with an 
Edmonton proposal to annex 
all or a part of the Green 
Belt. The MLA has left the 
impression that the Green 
Belt is inviolate in terms of 
annexation proposals. This is 
totally incorrect. 


REGIONALISM 


St. Albert has vigorously 
pursued the question of 
regional co-operation devel- 
opment (regional boards, 
shared-industrial assessment 
water, sewer and regional 
councils) over the past eight 
months. A meeting was held 
on June 26, 1975 with the 
members of the surrounding 
municipalities MD of 
Sturgeon did not attend and 
Legal was absent - to discuss 
the manner and way thata 
number of regional concerns 
could be best forwarded to 
the benefit of all residents. 

At the present time St. 
Albert has signed a regional 
recreation agreement with 
Morinville. In addition the 
town is awaiting word from 
Morinville in order to com- 
mence the process of nego- 
tiating the terms of a 
regional sewer tie-in which 
has been approved in prin- 
ciple. It should also be noted 
that the results of the St. 
Albert water study (comple- 
tion date October 1, 1975) 
will resolve the questions 
centered around the econo- 
mic feasibility of providing 
regional water services to a 
number of municipalities in 
the area. 

The matter of industrial 
assessment can not be

discussed in any detail until 
all parties are willing to set 
down to the table. St. Albert 
plans to develop light indus- 
trial lands within its own 
borders if the proposals are 
feasible, and it remains 
willing to commence studies 
on shared industrial assess- 
ment once all municipalities 
are prepared to consider the 
matter in an analytical 
manner. As matters present- 
ly stand, the town has 
forwarded a proposal to the 
A.U.M.A. regarding pro- 
vince-wide sharing of this tax 
revenue. The Municipal Fin- 
ance Council is considering 
the issue; however, it has not 
been resolved to our know- 
ledge. It is submitted that 
the St. Albert Town Council 
has taken major steps to 
initiate the provision of 
viable regional services in 
the area. The MLA’s att- 
empts to give an opposite 
impression are totally un- 
warranted. 


SUBMISSIONS ON 
TRANSPORTATION 


The Town of St. Albert has 
a Transportation Steering 
Committee that has been 
carrying out indepth studies 
of all facets of the internal 
and external transportation 
links pertaining to the town. 
Members of Council, the City 
of Edmonton Transportation 
Department, the Provincial 
Government (Department of 
Transportation), the Town 
Civil Service, the MD of 
Sturgeon and the Town's 
Traffic consultants are all 
represented on this body. A 
number of preliminary in- 
depth studies have been 
carried out; however, none of 
these can be construed as the 
final resolutions of St. 
Albert’s traffic problems. 
The point to note is that St. 
Albert is working closely 
with all the relevant agencies 


and governments and work- 
ing diligently to formulate 
proposals that will resolve 
the town’s traffic problems. 

The procedures to be 
followed regarding transpor- 
tation submissions have been 
set out by the Minister of 
Transportation - the Hon. H. 
Horner. I have held an 
extensive discussion regard- 
ing the procedures which will 
be followed with the Assis- 
tant Deputy Minister of 
Transportation. We are pre- 
sently awaiting word from 
the Provincial Government 
for the Policy level meetings 
to commence - hopefully in 
September. 

Mr. Jamison’s ad hoc 
attempt to resolve matters in 
a one-shot session or two are 
interesting, however, they 
are not part of the laid-down 
procedures which the De- 
partment has distributed to 
the various municipalities 
nor are they liable to be 
particularly fruitful until 
Ministers of the Crown or 
other senior policymakers 
add some credibility to the 
proceedings. Useful “‘chats’’ 
ona multitude of factors can 
occur between municipali- 
ties; however, no serious 
results can be expected until 
the requisite analysis has 
been carried out and senior 
people are brought to the 
negotiating table. 

In closing, the purpose of 
this has been to attempt to 
clarify some of the incorrect 
information and misrepre- 
sentation of Council policies 
and activities which have 
been consistently set out by 
the MLA in this constituency 
over the past few weeks 
either under the guise of 
editorials or MLA columns 
contained in his paper.

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OTTAWA 
and Small 
Business

Ottawa says business 
won't be hurt by that 10- 
cent a gallon raise in the 
federal gasoline tax be- 
cause it can be reclaimed. 
Which just shows how 
remote the mandarins are 
from reality. How much 
will it cost to keep track of 
the extra tax? What 
happens to cash flow while 
waiting to get it back? 
How many new forms will 
have to be filled out in how 
many copies? What about 
the extra costs to sup- 
pliers? They, too, have to 
pay more every day so how 
do they hold their prices? 


Dr. Donner, the econo- 
mist, calculates the extra 
10-cent tax, plus the $1.50 
rise in the price of crudé 
oil (most of which is tax), 
plus the rise in natural gas 
rates, will bump the Con- 
sumer Price Index by 
three per cent by July of 
1976. If all this is in aid of 
saving fuel, why not re- 
duce the speed limit to 55 
mph and save lives as 
well? Ottawa says the 10 
per cent tax is to help pay 
the cost of importing 
foreign fuel to Quebec and 
the Maritimes. But gas is 
selling for 61 cents in 
Quebec versus 75 cents in 
Ontario! 


Gas, beef, eggs -- once 
Ottawa gets into the 
pricing business it distorts 
the market system. As if 
new battalions of civil 
servants can regulate de- 
mand and supply as effec- 
tively as millions of Cana- 
dians do every day by their 
individual choices. Even 
worse is the growth of 
paperwork | that results 
from each new Ottawa 
ruling. A national survey 
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conducted for the first two 
quarters of 1975 by the 
Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business 
showed ‘‘government 
regulations and the paper- 
work burden” to be the 
single most important 
problem facing business- 
men today. 


The effect of all the 
interference from Ottawa 
is to discourage businesses 
from expanding. Who 
wants to grow bigger when 
growth merely aggravates 


the problems? More 
business means’ more 
taxes, more paperwork, 


more personal worry in a 
70-hour week to satisfy the 
9 to 4 experts in Ottawa. 


Canada could grow and 
prosper by encouraging 
small business to develop. 
Encouraging this would 
also strengthen the com- 
mercial base of Canada’s 
smaller communities and 
help reverse the move- 
ment to big urban centres. 
Ottawa could help this in 
a positive way by setting 
aside a proportion of all 
government contracts for 
small firms. Ottawa's 
Supply and Services De- 
partment could set the 
example for the provinces 
to. follow. How about it, 
Mr. Goyer? 


It’s sometimes said that 
in Canada today the only 
growth industry is the civil 
service at J three levels. 
But as i ee ows, it imposes 
more restrictiors, more 
harassment, more paper- 
work on a business com- 
munity struggling to pro- 
duce the goods and ser- 
vices on which Canada’s 
prosperity depends.

Mayor Richard Plain ter- 
med the new sewage treat- 
ment facility a boon to not 
only the Town of St. Albert, 
but also to the whole region. 
He then unveiled the plaque 
at the pumping station, cut 
the ribbon and flicked the 
switches which set the 
system into operation. 

Thus after several years of 
hard work and a five million 
dollar investment, the sys- 
tem was finally put into 
operation last Thursday. Its 
capacity can be expanded to 
handle a total of 105,000 
people and will relieve the 
overloaded treatment plant 
at Big Lake. The new facility 
will be located 12 miles east 
of the town on the banks of 
the North Saskatchewan Ri- 
ver. 

The opening ceremonies 
started at town hall, where 
about 20 officials of the town, 
the surrounding municipal- 
ities and Stanley Associates 
Engineering Ltd., piled into 
a Greyhound Bus and tra- 
velled to the pumping station 
located on Sturgeon Road. 

The facility was officially 
opened about 2 p.m. Both 
the mayor and Dr. Don 
Stanley spoke. Dr. Stanley, 
head of the firm of consulting 
engineers, said that after 
long study it was determined 
this was the best long range 
solution to St. Albert's 
problems. St. Albert will be 
more independent of Ed- 
monton not having to hook 
into the city’s facility. 

The opening of the pump- 
ing station was followed by 
an inspection of the building. 
Later coffee and doughnuts 
were served. The party then 
piled back into the bus and

travelled to the lagoons near 
the North Saskatchewan Riv- 
er. 


HOW IT WORKS 


Project Manager Norm 
Nuttall explained how the 
system will work. The pump- 
ing station (interceptor) will 
collect all the sewage from 
the smaller lines. The station 
is fully automatic. All that 
needs to be done is to have a 
person check it once or twice 
a day, and do the mainten- 
ance. In case of a power 
failure, there is a gas engine 
to automatically take over. 
Once power is restored the 
gas engine shuts off again. 

Further east on the line, 
there is a lift station to take 
the sewage up the hill. The 
sewage travels downhill the 
rest of the way to the 269 


acre treatment facility. 

At the facility the sewage 
is dumped into the first small 
lagoon where oxygen is 
pumped into it. It is here that 
oxygen from the lower house 
compressors is blown hard- 
est. The sewage then goes 
from ‘‘Cell 1’’ to the second 
pool. The sewage is kept in 
Cell 1 and 2 for two days. 

Oxygen reacts with the 
sewage and treats it bio- 
logically. In Cell 3. the 
sewage is kept for 28 days, 
but by this time there is 
considerably less oxygen 
pumped in. The sewage is 
kept in Cell 4 for five days, 
after which it is discharged 
into the river. In Cell 4 thefe 
is no oxygen being pumped 
into the sewage. It is a 
polishing pond where sedi- 
ment is allowed to drop off.

Town's population shows increase of 2000 


Recently released census 
figures show a population of 
21,343 for St. Albert. This 
figure shows an increase of 
almost two thousand people 
from last year. Over the last 
six years, population has 
more than doubled. 

The Grandin area is the 
largest district. It has a 
population of 7,590. Sturg- 
eon Heights follows with 
2,907. Forest Lawn has 


2,851, Braeside 2,818, Miss- 
ion Park 2,429, Lacombe 
Park 2,206 and Akinsdale 
542. 

On the average there are 
3.76 people living in one 
dwelling. Single family se- 
ems the most prevalent type 
of dwelling. There are about 
4,800 of these as opposed to 
261 apartments (mostly in 
the Mission area) and 457 
condominiums (mostly in the 


Grandin area). Most St. 
Albert residents own rather 
than rent their dwellings. In 
fact only about 12 percent of 
the dwelling units are ren- 
ted.

of The Workers’ 
Compensation Act 

will be extended to 
workers in the following 
industries: 


Employers engaged in any of the industries, establishments, undertakings, trades or businesses 
listed below are required to open an account with the Board and will be receiving application 
forms. Any employer who has not received forms before October 1, 1975, should contact the 
Board directly to clarify his status. This will avoid possible delay in the payment of compensation 
to injured workers once they come within the scope of the Act. 


EMPLOYERS 


Section 9 of The Workers’ Compensation 
Act was amended to indicate that workers 
in most industries should have the protec- 
tion of the Act. Amendments to the 
General Regulations have therefore been 
approved and will extend coverage of the 
Act to most workers who are not presently 
covered. The program is scheduled to 
commence January 1, 1976 with the inclu- 
sion of the first Group of industries listed 
below. Additional groups of industries will 
be brought under the Act on January 1, 
1977 and 1978. 


Employers in an industry not set out below 
may wish to refer to the December 31, 1974 
Alberta Gazette to see when such in- 
dustries will come under the Act.

Keeping up with Alberta’s growth — an ongoing challenge for all of us at 
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inconvenience and difficul- 
ties involved. In fact, they 
imply that anyone who does 
question the way in which 
conversion is being handled 
should be labelled a re. 
actionary, a ‘‘stick-in-the- 
mud.”’ 

There is little doubt that 
Canada should adopt metri- 
cation. Only three countries 
in the world have not yet 
dome’ "so - the People’s 
Republic of Yemen, Burma 
and the United States. How- 
ever the U.S. is presently 
studying legislation on met- 
ric conversion and it seems 
likely that such legislation 
will be passed by Congress 
this year. Inter-relations 
between world countries are 
ever-increasing and the ad- 
option of an international 
system of weights and 
measures seems totally log- 
ical. 

But we, in Canada, unlike 
the U.S., are proceeding to 
conversion by way of reso- 
lution rather than by legis. 
lation. It would have been 
better if we had followed the 
American example which 
would ensure a smoother 
control of all aspects of 
metric conversion. 

Opposition Members of 
Parliament have asked for a 
much fuller and more public 
examination than has so far 
been conducted of the costs 
and problems of converting 
Canada to metric measure- 
ment. They have raised 
questions about the effica- 
cies of moving Canadian 
industry and commerce into 
metric at the pace prescribed 
by the Government's time- 
table, when the economy 
remains in teetering diffi- 
culties, when predictions are 
being made by international 
economists that Canada is to 
be hit by a new fury of 
inflation and economic dis- 
ruptions. They have asked 
for more information on how 
integrated the process of 
conversion is, sector by 
sector, across the economy. 

These are most valid 
questions when industry 
spokesmen say conversion 


- will cost producers millions

Perhaps one of the best 
programs the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture has 
ever started is underway in 
the MD of Sturgeon near 
Fort Saskatchewan. 

It’s a feed grain breeding 
program to put more ‘‘beef”’ 
in wheat and barley and is 
also progressing in five other 
centres in Alberta. 

Two local farmers from the 
Lamoureux area Bill and 
John Devereux have rented 
out about 15 acres of land for 
the provincial program which 
is being carried out by 
University of Alberta techni- 
cians. They are headed by 
Doctor Jim Helm who has 
spearheaded the program for 
the last seven years. 

Grain grown at the site is 
combined by a neat little 
harvester powered by a 
““VW”"’ engine, and a spe- 


_ cially designed separator 


built in Alberta from a Euro- 
pean original separates the 
grain plots so that there is no 
danger of unwanted mixing 
of strains. 

The grain breeding pro- 


‘°° gram marks an attempt to 


make more high protein feed 
available for both farm 
animals like hogs and cattle 
and it’s also good for human 
consumption. 

Project chief Helm says 
that there are 600 lines of 
first generation barley and 32 
lines of wheat ready for 


Residents get action 


On Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 27, 1975, concerned 
farmers in the area of 
secondary highway 643, east 
of Gibbons, met at the Peter 
Visscher farm to discuss the 
matter of paving the sec- 
ondary highway, which is in 
atrocious condition at the 
present. 

Tom McGreer, the gov- 
ernment representative, who 
is the provincial road en- 
gineer for the area, met with 
about 48 local residents. The 
contract has been let out for 
the project, but the comple- 
tion date is the end of the 
season, presumably about 
the end of October. The 
overpass by Gibbons, be- 
tween Highways 37 and 28 is 
to be completed by the same 
contractor, 

There were three repre- 
sentatives from the Imperial 
Fertilizer plant, who have 
been pushing for completion 
of the paving, as there are 
approximately 20,000 trucks 
coming to the plant in one 
year, and the vast majority 
use highway 643 to get to the 
plant. There have been 
several accidents directly 


on Highway 643 


related to the terrible road 
condition. Walter Jerram, 
councillor from the MD of 
Sturgeon and Walter Wolan- 
sky, councillor from Thorhild 
county were also in att- 
endance. At present, the MD 
is responsible for upkeep on 
the road but they find it 
impossible to keep it in 
passable condition with the 
heavy concentration of truck 
traffic. 

Mr. McGreer was able to 
obtain an appointment for a 
delegation of 22 people to 
meet with Mr. Cronkite, 


Deputy Minister of High- 
ways, for Thursday, Septem- 
ber 28. The delegation in- 
cluded the two councillors 
and three Imperial Oil exe- 
cutives. The grievances were 
further aired and the mini- 
ster promised to look into the 
situation to see what could be 
done to speed up the con- 
tractor. He said the second- 
ary highway was now sche- 
duled ahead of the Gibbons 
overpass and a provincial 
grader would be provided, in 
the meantime, to aid in 
maintenance.

Cow calf loans to be repaid 


Last fall’s loans to allow 
cattlemen to carry calves 
through the winter should 
not be regarded as grants 
says Alberta's Minister of 
Agriculture Marvin Moore. 

More than 15,000 appli- 
cations were received for the 
loans and about $47 million 
have been distributed under 


the loan program. 

Interest on the cash 
advances carried by the 
Alberta Government will cost 
an estimated $6 million for 
the one year period. Just 
over $400,000 has been 
repaid by the producers 
participating in the program, 
although many payments 


have been made in in- 
stallments rather than in 
total repayment. 

Mr. Moore says that the 
prices cattlemen have been 
receiving for heavy weight 
feeders as compared with 
lightweight feeders and cal- 
ves indicates the program 
has achieved some of its 
objectives. 


testing at the site and 200 
more lines of second genera- 
tion wheat ready for agri- 
cultural technicians scrutiny. 

The barley and wheat at 
the MD of Sturgeon site has 
been in the ground since the 
Victoria Day weekend and it 
is now being taken out by 
some University of Alberta 
graduates. They weigh the’ 
grain into 1000 gram pack- 
ages before it is taken to the 
university for grading. It is 
tested for early ripening, 
strong straws and good 
heads, vital qualities if the 
crop is to resist the fearsome 


conditions that can attack in 
this part of the world. 

All the results are com- 
puterized and some of the 


grain finds its way to Mexico _ 


where it is planted during 
our winter season. 

After that, the grain from 
the Mexican crop is. further 
tested and the choice seg- 
ment of the crop is again sent 
up to Alberta in time for the 
next summer season. 

A substance called lysine 
is the stuff which boosts the 
protein level above normal in 
the wheat and barley but the 
breeding program is a slow 


procedure. Mr. Helm points 
out that it will be four years 
before even the first licen- 
sing trial can be held on the 
new gtain and it will not be 
till then that the new strains 
will become official. 

If the breeding program is 
an unqualified success then 
the new grain can be handed 
out to the farmer and after 
that not only the hogs will be 
happy but humans too can 
look forward perhaps to a 
new cereal, coming from the 
advances made through gr- 
ain breeding in the last 
several years.

The new Alberta Govern- 
ment Telephones exchange 
in Gibbons is scheduled to be 
in service later this year, 
according to Hon. Dr. Allan 
Warrack, Minister of Utilit- 
ies and Telephones. Esti- 
mated to cost $765,000, the 
new facilities will provide 
improved, more reliable ser- 
vice and push-botton tele- 
phone service will be avail- 
able.

Also, it 
will be essential to dial all 
seven digits of a telephone 
number to complete a local 
call.
